Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4-7(Renumbered 1-4) are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon conclusion of a comprehensive search of the pertinent prior art, the Office 

indicates that the claims are allowable. 

Regarding independent claim 4, patentability is indicated as existing, at least in part, 
with the claimed features of a plurality of receptacles, each originating at a 
corresponding terminal compartment bottom and extending away from a corresponding 
terminal compartment, each receptacle configured to extend coaxially with a through- 
hole of a corresponding contact strap, and each receptacle being closed at an opposite 
end that includes a breakaway wall portion for breaking away to receive a terminal 
sleeve for coupling to the corresponding contact strap. 

Montague et al US Patent 6036542, Lias et al US Patents 6589071 and 6491544 and 
Stenz US Patent 4425018 are all cited as teaching some elements of the claimed 
invention including a connection module comprising a plurality of terminal compartments 
and a plurality of receptacles. 

However, it is concluded that the pertinent prior art, when taken alone, or, in 
combination, cannot be reasonably construed as adequately teaching or suggesting all 
of the elements of the claimed invention as arranged, disposed, or provided in the 
manner as claimed by the Applicants.
